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Time  of  Issuance  and  Scope  of  Coming  Crop  Reports 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  publish  the 
following  crop  reports  in  the  month  of  August: 

August  9,  1937,  Monday,  11  a.  m.  (E.  T.),  reports  as  of 
August  1  on  condition,  indicated  total  production,  and  indicated 
yield  per  acre  of  cotton. 

August  10,  1937,  Tuesday,  3  p.  m.  (E.  T.),  estimates  of  yield 
per  acre  and  production  of  winter  wheat  and  rye;  acreage  of 
buckwheat  and  grain  sorghums;  reports  as  of  August  1  on  con- 
dition and  indicated  production  of  corn,  spring  wheat,  oats, 
barley,  buckwheat,  flaxseed,  rice,  grain  sorghums,  tame  hay, 
wild  hay,  all  clover  and  timothy  hay,  alfalfa  hay,  dry  edible 
beans,  apples,  peaches,  pears,  grapes,  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes, 
tobacco,  sugar  beets,  and  hops;  condition  of  pasture,  soybeans, 
cowpeas,  peanuts,  and  citrus  fruits;  for  certain  States  reports  on 
production  of  cherries  and  condition  and  indicated  production  of 
miscellaneous  fruits  and  nuts;  stocks  of  rice  on  farms  August  1, 
and  production  of  milk  per  cow. 


General  Crop  Report  as  of  June  1,  1937 

As  a  result  of  substantial  rains  in  nearly  all  of  the  dry  areas 
and  warmer  weather  in  the  eastern  Corn  Belt  where  it  was  much 
needed  prospects  for  crops  and  pastures  have  improved  markedly 
during  recent  weeks  and  now  appear  to  be  close  to  average 
outside  of  the  Great  Plains  area,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board. 

In  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  condition  reports  on  winter 
wheat,  spring  wheat,  barley,  rye,  hay  crops,  and  pastures  were 
all  below  average  on  June  1,  but  the  deficiencies  were  almost 
wholly  in  the  Great  Plains  area.  In  most  of  this  area,  except 
eastern  Montana  and  the  northwestern  corner  of  North  Dakota 
which  are  still  dry,  good  rains  during  the  last  few  weeks  have 
materially  improved  prospects  for  pastures  and  for  crops  still 
growing  and  will  promote  the  planting  of  late  crops.  However, 
taking  the  region  as  a  whole  there  has  been  considerable  loss  of 
winter  wheat  and  early  crops  and  pastures  have  had  a  poor 
start.  The  repeated  droughts  also  have  depleted  the  reserves 
of  subsoil  moisture  and  so  thinned  the  stand  in  pastures,  ranges, 
and  hay  lands  that  it  will  be  some  years  before  these  areas  show 
the  usual  proportion  of  desirable  grasses. 

Outside  of  this  area,  where  the  effects  of  recent  droughts  have 
been  most  severe,  there  has  been  rather  general  complaint  that 
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pastures  were  late  in  starting,  that  clover  and  alfalfa  stands  were 
thinned  by  the  dry  weather  last  year  and  by  winter  losses  and 
that  spring  oats  and  barley  were  quite  generally  planted  late, 
with  some  acreage  in  northern  States  not  yet  sown  on  June  1. 
There  was  also  some  severely  dry  weather  in  coastal  areas  from 
south  Texas  to  North  Carolina.  The  effects  of  these  unfavorable 
conditions  now  appear  largely  to  have  been  offset  by  2  weeks  of 
unusually  good  weather  for  corn,  grass,  and  small  grain.  So  far 
as  can  be  judged  from  the  acreages  planned  and  the  reported 
condition  of  the  crops  now  growing,  the  outlook  is  for  about 
average  production  of  the  principal  food,  feed,  and  forage  crops. 
As  the  supply  of  hay  on  farms  is  rather  small  and  as  the  amount 
of  feed  grain  carried  over  into  the  new  crop  year  will  be  close  to 
the  record  low  carryover  of  2  years  ago,  the  total  supply  of  feed 
and  roughage  available  for  feeding  next  winter  seems  more  likely 
to  be  below  average  than  it  is  to  be  above,  but  it  will  probably 
be  ample  for  the  reduced  numbers  of  livestock  on  hand.  While 
it  is  still  too  early  to  forecast  accurately  the  spring  wheat  crop, 
present  indications,  based  on  March  acreage  intentions  and 
June  1  condition,  point  to  a  crop  between  175,000,000  and 
200,000,000  bushels.  Combined  with  an  estimated  winter  wheat 
crop  of  649,000,000  bushels,  this  would  give  a  total  wheat  crop 
for  the  United  States  of  from  825,000,000  to  850,000,000  bushels.

The  spring  movement  of  cattle  into  the  Blue  Stem  and  Osage 
pastures  of  Kansas  and  Oklahoma  was  about  6  percent  larger 
than  last  3rear,  but  smaller  than  in  past  years,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 

The  two  sections  received  260,000  cattle  from  January  1  to 
May  31,  1937,  compared  with  246,000  in  1936,  269,000  in  1935, 
309,000  in  1934,  315,000  in  1933,  and  the  5-year  (1928-32) 
average  of  356,000.  Fewer  cattle  were  wintered  over  than  a  year 
ago,  but  pastures  are  fully  stocked  as  acreage  guarantees  are 
the  largest  on  record. 

Cattle  came  in  a  little  late,  but  were  in  good  condition  and 
have  made  rapid  gains.  The  receipts  carry  a  little  larger  propor- 
tion of  steers  than  last  season,  with  a  smaller  proportion  of  cows 
and  young  cattle.  It  is  expected  that  the  out-movement  will 
be  a  little  early,  as  cattle  are  in  good  flesh  and  lack  of  grass  with 
many  weeds  will  result  in  early  maturing  of  the  feed.

The  general  level  of  prices  received  by  farmers  declined  2 
points  from  April  15  to  May  15.  At  128  percent  of  pre-war,  the 
index  was  the  same  as  in  March  of  this  year. 

Wheat  prices  declined  sharply  during  the  month  ended  May 
15.  Other  grains  also  were  lower  with  the  exception  of  corn. 
Cotton  prices  dropped  sharply.  Dairy  product  prices  declined 
more  than  the  usual  seasonal  amount,  Chicken  and  egg  prices 
were  lower,  whereas  they  usually  rise  slightly  from  April  to  May. 
Declines  in  prices  of  calves,  sheep,  and  lambs  were  more  than 
offset,  however,  by  the  price  advances  recorded  for  cattle  and 
hogs.  Fruit  and  truck  crop  prices  were  the  only  groups  to 
register  substantial  advances.

The  Crop  Reporting  Board,  in  revising  statistics  of  acreage, 
yield  per  acre,  and  production  of  the  1936  cotton  crop,  estimates 
the  area  in  cultivation  in  the  United  States  on  July  1  to  have  been 
30,960,000  acres;  the  area  harvested  30,028,000"  acres;  and  the 
yield  of  lint  cotton  to  have  been  197.9  pounds  per  acre.  The 
report  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  published  on  May  19, 
placed  final  ginnings  for  the  1936  crop  at  12,398,882  equi  alent 
500-pound  bales. 

The  revised  estimates  of  planted  and  harvested  acreage  for 
the  United  States  in  1936  vary  less  than  one-tenth  of  1  percent 
from  the  preliminary  estimate  made  last  December.  The 
final  production  as  estimated  for  1936  is  less  than  one-tenth  of 
1  percent  below  the  December  estimate. 

On  the  basis  of  additional  information  the  1935  estimates  for 
the  States  along  the  Mississippi  River  have  been  revised  by 
increasing  the  acreage  slightly  and  decreasing  the  yield  per  acre 
with  no  change  in  production.  The  planted  and  harvested 
acreage  estimates  for  the  United  States  for  1935  are  28,197,000 
acres  and  27,6-10,000  acres,  respectively,  or  1.1  percent  above 
the  previous  estimate.

The  total  percent  reduction  from  the  full  yield  of  cotton  per 
acre  in  1936  from  all  causes,  according  to  reports  of  crop  cor- 
respondents, is  38.5  percent  of  a  normal  or  full  crop,  compared 
with  36.8  percent  reported  in  1935,  42.6  percent  in  1934,  and 
28.6  percent  in  1933. 

Deficient  moisture  was  the  principal  cause  of  reduction  in 
yield  in  1936  for  the  entire  Cotton  Belt,  the  loss  from  this  cause 
being  reported  at  16.2  percent,  compared  with  9.2  percent 
reported  in  1935,  20.7  percent  in  1934,  and  6.8  percent  in  1933. 

In  the  1936  growing  season,  the  cotton  crop  was  affected  by 
two  separate  droughts.  The  first  of  these  occurred  in  May  and 
June  in  the  Carolinas  and  Georgia.  The  germination  of  the 
cottonseed  was  retarded,  and  as  a  result  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  crop  in  that  area  did  not  come  up  until  late  June  or  early 
July.  Subsequent  favorable  weather  enabled  the  crop  partly  to 
overcome  this  late  start,  and  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  out- 
turn in  the  Carolinas,  Georgia,  and  Alabama  over  that  expected 
in  the  early  part  of  the  season. 

In  the  western  part  of  the  Belt,  particularly  in  Texas  and 
Oklahoma,  the  drought  came  later  in  the  season.  Although 
Texas  had  favorable  prospects  on  August  1,  extreme  drought 
resulted  in  heavy  losses  during  the  month  of  August.  During 
the  same  month  the  prospective  crop  in  Oklahoma  was  also 
materially  reduced.  The  effects  of  this  drought  were  likewise 
felt  throughout  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Tennessee,  Missouri,  and 
Mississippi,  although  in  this  group  of  States  the  damage  was 
worst  in  Arkansas.  On  September  1  the  outlook  was  very 
critical  through  all  this  area,  but  early  in  September  the  drought 
was  broken.  The  rains  came  too  late  to  bring  back  the  crop  in 
Texas  and  Oklahoma,  but  came  in  time  to  save  the  crop  in  the 
States  along  the  Mississippi  River.  In  the  latter  group  of 
States  weather  conditions  were  unusually  favorable  during  the 
remainder  of  the  summer  and  fall. 

This  statement  on  losses  is  based  upon  reports  of  correspond- 
ents made  in  March,  on  a  crop  damage  inquiry  in  which  the 
correspondents  were  asked  to  report  the  percent  of  a  normal 
yield  per  acre  of  cotton  harvested  the  preceding  year,  the  percent 
of  loss  in  yield,  and  to  distribute  the  loss  to  stated  causes.  The 
resulting  indicated  percentages  represent  the  consolidated 
judgment  of  the  crop  reporters  and  are  useful  as  a  rough  index  of 
relative  losses  from  the  stated  causes.

The  May  15  index  of  prices  received  by  farmers  was  still  25 
points  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  however,  even  after  the  2-point 
drop  since  mid-April.  Chickens  and  eggs  were  the  only  sub- 
group that  declined  to  below  the  level  of  a  year  ago,  prices  re- 
ceived for  these  commodities  being  5  points  lower.  Compared 
with  a  year  earlier  the  price  advances  recorded  for  the  other 
groups  ranged  from  10  to  61  points.  Grain  prices  led  the  list 
of  commodity  groups  with  the  upturn  of  61  points  since  May 
1936.  Fruit  prices  were  49  points  higher;  truck  crops  were  up 
34  points;  cotton  and  cottonseed,  16;  meat  animals,  15;  and 
dairy  products,  10.

Preliminary. 


The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  feed  (including  feed 
grains,  millfeed  and  hay),  at  153  percent  of  pre-war  on  May  15, 
was  unchanged  from  the  level  of  a  month  earlier.  Unfavorable 
weather  in  April  retarded  pastures  and  caused  an  unexpected 
increase  in  feed  requirements.  Hay  crop  prospects  on  May  1 
were  below  average,  but  with  the  first  cutting  under  way  in  the 
Southwest,  alfalfa  hay  prices  declined  during  the  month.  Corn 
prices  advanced  slightly  despite  heavy  imports.  Cottonseed 
meal  was  strong  while  other  high  protein  feeds,  as  well  as  mixed 
feed  and  wheatfeeds,  generally  were  unchanged  or  slightly  lower. 
These  factors  held  feed  prices  58  points  higher  than  a  year  ago, 
and  at  a  very  high  level  compared  with  prices  of  meat  animals, 
and  dairy  and  poultry  products.
